ALTO  PERU  or  Upper  Peru  was  the  home  of  the  Aymara  Indians,  who 
were  conquered  by  the  Incas  in  the  1300’s.  In  turn  Alto  Peru  was  conquered 
in  1538  by  the  Spaniards  under  the  command  of  Hernando  Pizarro,  brother  of 
Francisco  Pizarro,  the  conqueror  of  Peru. 

The  Audiencia  of  Charcas  was  formed  in  1559  as  a part  of  the  Vice- 
Royalty  of  Peru.  The  Potosi  silver  mines  were  opened  in  1545  (the  Cerro  de 
Potosi  — literally  a silver  mountain  with  as  many  as  300  mines  — is  now 
exhausted).  The  City  of  Potosi  was  founded  the  following  year  in  1546  and 
the  mint  that  was  established  in  the  city  commenced  production  about  1574. 

In  1650  it  was  the  largest  city  in  South  America. 

In  1776  the  area  became  the  northern  part  of  the  newly  formed  Vice 
Royalty  of  La  Plata,  which  included  the  areas  of  modern  Argentina,  Bolivia, 
Paraguay  and  Uruguay.  Bolivia  as  an  independent  republic  was  established  in 
1825.  Many  wars  with  its  neighbors  in  the  next  110  years  caused  great  losses 
of  its  original  territory. 

The  monetary  issues  of  Philip  II  and  of  the  early  years  of  Philip  III 
were  designed  without  any  indication  of  the  date  of  striking.  Dated  issues 
first  appeared  during  the  second  decade  of  the  1600’s.  Gold  first  was  struck 
in  Potosi  in  1778. 

The  early  issues  with  the  mintmark  P,  but  also  with  a multi-pointed  star, 
are  now  conceded  generally  to  be  issues  of  Lima,  not  of  Potosi. 

In  the  early  issues,  it  is  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  dis- 
tinguish between  the  issues  of  Philip  II  and  Philip  III,  unless  one  can  see 
the  Roman  Numerals  or  an  assayer’s  initial  which  is  limited  to  one  king  or 
the  other.  Where  the  question  is  open,  the  piece  will  be  assigned  to  Philip  II. 

On  the  coins  of  Philip  II  and  Philip  III  there  are  important  variations 
which  need  to  be  described,  especially  for  the  lion  in  the  lower  right  section 
of  the  great  shield  on  the  obverse.  Lion  Rampant,  the  usual  form,  means 
the  lion  is  standing  on  its  rear  legs  and  has  one  foreleg  above  the  other. 

Lion  Passant  means  a walking  or  crouching  lion.  When  used,  Guardant 
indicates  the  lion’s  head  is  turned  to  the  viewer  instead  of  being  in  profile. 

While  our  fellow  numismatics  in  Latin  America  pay  little  attention  to 
the  piercing  of  a coin  (because  so  many  are  pierced),  your  cataloguer  has 
reduced  current  catalog  estimates  by  ten  (10%)  per  cent  in  order  to  reflect 
North  American  preference  for  pieces  which  are  nnf  “aguiero”.
